WASHINGTON. M arch 15. 
Secretary of State Hull, after an 
hour conference today with Anth­ 
ony Eden, said he was entirely 
in accord with the British foreign 
secretary’s warning of last Satur­ 
day that the American and British 
public must not reach hasty con­ 
clusions about the duration of the 
war. 
The conflict will be more long 
drawn out--according to all rea­ 
sonable 
calculations—than

might expect on the basis of a 
hasty judgment, Hall told a press 
conference.
